the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the ixwts of Senior Personal Assis¬ 
tant and Stenographer Grade-I in the Defence Research and 
Development Organisation, namely ;— 

1. Short, tille and commencement.—These rules may be 
called the Defence Research and Development Organisation, 
Ministry of Defence, Senior Personal Assistant and Stenogra¬ 
pher Grade-I posts. Recruitment Rules, 1995. 

(?) They shall come into force with effect from 18th August. 
1992. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of posts, their classification and the scale of pay attach¬ 
ed thereto shall be as specified in columns (2) to (4) of the 
schedule annexed! to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, and other qualifications 
etc..—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters relating to said posts shall be as specified in 
columns (5) to (14) of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a 
person having a spouse living, or 


(b) who, having a spouse living has entered Into or cont¬ 
racted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and that 
•here arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 

5 Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, after 
consulting the Union Public Service Commission, by order, 
relax any of the provisions of these rule* with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concession required to be 
proy.ded for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes. Ex- 
servicemen and 1 other special categories of persons in accor¬ 
dance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard. 

Explanatory Memorandum 

Departmental Promotion Committees for promotion to the 
po.ts of Senior Personal Assistant and Stenographer Grade-I 
were being held centrally at Defence Research and Develop¬ 
ment Organisation Headquarters, Departmental Promotion 
Committee lor promotion to these posts have been decentra¬ 
lised among various Zonal Departmental Promotion Com¬ 
mittees with effect from 18th August, 1992 vide corrigendum 
issued through Government of India, Ministry of Defence 
letter No. 16395|RD|Pers,|l|3298lD(R&D) dated 18th August, 
1992. Application of provisions of these rules restrospectively 
wi‘h effect from 18th August, 1992 does not adversely effect 
any one. 

Foot Note The Defence Research and Development Or¬ 
ganisation Ministry of Defence, Stenographer Grade-I Rec¬ 
ruitment Rules, 1981 were published vide SRO 13 dated
